Th fact that big sporting events are generally topics of con- 
yersation in virtually all circles and the national absorption in base- 
ball may be considered contributory causes. Inter-collegiate and in- 
terscholastic athletics also attract many women readers. 

A further analysis of this survey, which was made among the 
feminine forces at the home office of the Prudential Insurance com- 
pany in Newark, N, J., by direction of W. W. Van Nalts, employ- 
ment executive, shows that the general news of the day claims the 
first attention of most business women as it does the majority ot 
men.
